With respect to claim 1, and as set forth in p. 1 1-18 of AppUcant's arguments dated 
10/26/05, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a method of making a panel by providing a solder 
glass band around a margin of one surface of each glass sheet, heating the glass sheets to a first 
temperature to temper each sheet and to form an hermetic bond between the solder glass 
band and the associated surface of each glass sheet, positioning the glass sheets in confronting 
relationship and heating the sheets to a second temperature, which is lower than the first 
temperature, to form an hermetic seal between the two solder glass bands while 
substantially avoiding annealing of either glass sheet.
